Print* Irritf H. Packard Sends Me*i- 
an Menejr To Eost Braintree Ckuni. 

Wishing he was hack In the good old 
Bay 8tate and longing for a good old 
fashioned "fruit cake" Irving II. Packard 
of Weymouth, a member of Company K 
5th regiment writes many Interesting and 
timely Items of his life on the Mexican 
border, to his young chum Wendall 
Schranl son of George Schraut, of East 
Braintree. 

His letters are full of Interest, among 
other details mentioned being that he was 
vaccinated along with the rest of the boys 
and It was quite a Job for the snrgeon do* 
log the Job. He speaks of home and like 
many more of the soldier lads wishes he 
was home. He says "We have to guard 
the ground all the time and with a big gun 
over shoulder, It Is some hard work”. "I 
have to do my own washing, some Job". 

In speaking of the Mexican youngsters 
he says: The boys and girls don’t go to 
school, they are all dirty and look as If 
they never see water. In speaking of 
Mexico he says: We haven’t seen Villa 
and don’t expect too. We arn’t allowed 
to go Into Mexico. If we get caught over 
the border we get 24 days in Jail with 
bread and water as rations”. "There are 
all kinds of snakes down here and they 
like to bite us soldier boys”. 

He sent young Schraut a Mexican five 
peso note ("about 85.) but carefully ad- 
monished the receiver uot to try to spend 
It as It 19 valueless In this country. The 
note Is printed In many bright colors and 
Is about the size of our paper money. 

Private Packard does not know when 
he will be able to return to Weymouth.

What happened to the much advertised 
auto show at the Weymouth Fair? We 
couldn’t find it anywhere. 

Whether or not the article In the Gazette 
of August 18, Is responsible we shall 
never know, but Weymouthltes In general 
are pleased to see that the Water Depart* 
ment has at last “got a move” on and has 
fixed the bubbler fouutaln lu Washington 
square, which has been such an eyesore. 
The drain has been fixed and there Is 
water in the fountain, and what Is better 
•till, the bricks around the fountain have 
been put In shape. 


The Weymouth Fair has come and gone 
and In attendance at least the llUG fair 
outclassed any previous records. The 
sporting events were of an attractive 
nature, but It must have made strange 
sensations In the breasts of most Wey- 
mouthltes to realize that our own town 
did not have a baseball nine that was 
considered "class” enough to fight It out 
on the diamond with some other team 
before the enormous crowd. Two Quincy 
teams played before one of the largest, 
If not the very largest crowd that ever 
witnessed a baseball game In town. 
What must Tommy Nash, and the rest 
of the old Dewey, Norfolk and Clapp 
Memorial fans have thought of present 
day sporting activities In town. Brain- 
tree Is complaining over the poor season, 
but Weymouth Is In the same boat. 

On September 18 the Weymouth public 
schools open for another year. In con- 
nection with the opening this year, a new 
department will be opened at the high 
school and this new department should 
be given a very careful consideration by 
every family who have boys In the gram- 
mar school or arc now out of school. 

The new department is the branch 
school of the Norfolk County Agricultural 
8chool, the main departments of which 
•re located in Walpole. 

Weymouth people should indeed con- 
sider! themselves and the town fortunate 
in securing the branch school. It Is a 
grand thing for the town. At the high 
school a separate room will be set aside 
for the new institution, and the powers 
that be want Weymouth and Weymouth 
boys; to show their appreciation of the 
judgment of the trustees of the school in 
locating the branch In Weymouth by 
being among the first to take up the new 
agricultural course. 

Make no mistake boys, the course as 
mapped out is one. of the best ever 
•elected, and it will not do to pass over 
the subject lightly lu considering your 
future work. The state will furnish a 
paid instructor, he will reside in Wey- 
mouth and devote his entire time to the 
new school work,- He will assist not 
only the scholars in the near department, 
but will be glad to instruct and help any 
of the townspeople In the matter pertain- 
ing to agriculture; etc. 

The courses In poultry raising, bee 
keeping, market gardening, small fruit 
raising, etc., are complete In everyway. 
Boys who have graduated from grammar 
school, even though they are not now in 
school, can take up the courses. Non- 
graduation from any school Is no bar to 
taken the course. The agricultural course 
has been so arranged as not to interfere 
with the regular high school studies, aud 
the agricultural pupil may take as many 
regular studies as he can carry. 

The school will be open on September 
18, and we hope to find that a large num- 
ber of Weymouth boys have availed them- 
selves of the golden opportunity of taking 
up this Intensely interesting course.

We print the following, which la of 
Interest to our Weymouth readers: 

The Massachusetts Apple Grading 
Law passed by the Legislature of 1916 
went Into effect July 1, 1916, and 
growers and packers of applea 
throughout the State are now subject 
to Its requirements. All apples 
packed or repacked within the State 
in “closed packages." whether such 
apples are grown In Massachusetts or 
In some other State, must. If Intended 
for sale within or without the State, 
be graded and branded in accordance 
with the provisions of the Apple Grad- 
ing Law. A "closed package” Is de- 
fined as “a barrel, box or other con- 
tainer, the contents of which cannot 
be sufficiently seen for purposes of 
Inspection without opening he con- 
tainer.” Closeheaded and burlap- 
covered barrels, boxes made of close- 
fitting boards, corrugated paper car- 
tons and covered baskets all come 
within the realm of “closed pack- 
ages.” 

Three grades are established, 
“Fancy." “A" and “B,” and all ap- 
ples not so graded, or If so graded 
not branded as such, shall be classed 
as "Ungraded" and so branded. 

The law requires the Blze of the 
smallest apple in the package to be 
stated In plain figures on the outside 
of the package where it can be Been 
by the purchaser. The consumer is 
further protected from fraud by the 
imposition of a penalty for overfacing 

The law further requires every 
closed package of apples to be mark- 
ed In a conspicluous place on the out- 
side with the name of the State in 
which the apples are grown, the grade 
the quantity of the contents In weight, 
measure or numerical count, the 
name of the variety, and the name and 
address of the person by whom or 
under whose authority the apples 
were packed or repacked. 

The primary object of the Massa- 
chusetts Apple Grading Law is a big- 
ger and more profitable orchard in- 
dustry, and this Is to be brought 
about by so uniformly grading, pack- 
ing and branding Massachusetts grown 
apples as to establish confidence in 
the minds of dealers and consumer^ 
alike and create a world-wide demand 
for fruit with the “Massachusetts 
flavor.” 

A circular explaining the law and 
a packing shed poster Bhowing the 
main grading requirements may be 
had by applying to Wilfrid Wheeler, 
Secretary, State Board of Agriculture, 
136 State House, Boston.

Haveu’t seen the local boys for a few 
days as I w as on a detail digging a trench. 

Then came the guard, out all ulght, aud 
lam lather tired today although reville 
i>o’t until 0 45 Sunday but in the other 
regiments it is 5 45.

By-Laws Cause Comment. 

Discussion About Town Not Favorable To Present Set. Feeling 

That They Are Incomplete. 

From all parts of Weymouth wc hear the oft repeated question “What is 
the trouble with the new set of by-laws of the town and why so short and 
incomplete?’’ 

The book of by-laws recently issued contains twelve small pagCB, it con- 
tains many law6, all good oncB, but from the facts given out by several offi- 
cials, the list isn’t nearly complete and many laws needed by the towu were 
rejected or modified by the Attorncy-Gencral who had to approve the same. 

One official claims that nearly half of the by-laws submitted by the auth- 
orities were turned down by the Attorney’s office. Others say that the ones 
recently issued are nearly repetitions of former statutes on our books. 

The Gazette understands that Town Counsel Albert P. Worthen was the 
leader in drafting the set of laws for the approval of the Attorney-General. 
Mr. Worthen without doubt, knows what by-laws are needed by the town 
he represents, but the people ask, “Why were so many of the proposed by- 
laws turned down? ” At a recent meeting of the Board of Selectmen, Mr. 
Worthen was requested to ascertain what could be done in regard to a by- 
law covering the issuing of peddlar’s licenses etc. We are informed 
through a reliable source, that the by-law in the original draft on this mat- 
ter was rejected by the Attorney-General. If there were many by-laws in 
this same class and they were rejected, it looks aB if they were cither uncon 
stitutional or unfit for a town like Weymouth. 

Some officials Bay that the present set of by-laws can hardly be called a 
credit to the Town of Weymouth, but as Weymouth is but one of many 
towns in the Commonwealth under Attorney-General H. C. Attwiil’s juris- 
diction, it doesn’t look as if there was much chance to remedy the present 
situation to any extent. 

From discussions heard since the new by-laws were issued several depart- 
ments of the town are disgusted at the lack of by-laws covering their work. 
These departments may be supposed to have their own set of laws, but from 
the talk, some of them haven’t them. 

At present there seems to be considerable dissatisfaction with the present 
Town by-laws, whether anything can be done to improve the same, remains 
to be seen.

Never wash eggs, It destroys their 
keeping qualities. 

For keeping eggs, provide s dry, cool, 
well ventilated place. Fertile eggs must 
be kept below R8 degrees to absolutely 
check germination. 

The best way to get rid of lice on poul- 
try Is to dust each bird separately with a 
good lice killing powder. 

The presence of lice, mites and fleas Is 
not only troublesome, but these parasites 
are responsible for a heavy death rate ; 
they turn profits Into losses In many other- 
wise well-kept flocks. Hens cease laying, 
they desert their hatching eggs, chicks 
arc stunted and all poultry is weakened 
by vermin ; when vitality Is low, fowls 
are subject to disease. 

Too often farmers neglect the small 
orchard, thinking that it does not pay or 
that It will not suffer from lack of care as 
does other farm work. Unless the farmer 
can afford to give the trees some care and 
attention he may as well dispense with 
the Idea that profit can be obtained on the 
fruit, for as a rule orchard land is good 
land, and unless the trees are properly 
cared for It Is better to have other crops 
occupy the space. 

Give castor oil in milk to clear the Irra' 
tant from the digestive tract, then mix In 
each pirn of milk fed dally a teaspoonful 
of a mixture of half an ounce of formal 
dehyde In fifteen and a half ounces of 
freshly boiled water. Triple sulphocar 
bolates, to be bought at the drug store, 
would also be likely to help In such a case 
of scours, due to bacterial action in the 
intestines.— Hoard’s Dairyman. 

It Is not easy to rear a good foal if the 
dam is at work. The milk loses some of 
its nutritive qualities, being thinner and 
more watery than when the dam Is allowed 
to run at pasture. A good type of foaling 
box is one that is square and roomy, with 
all corners planed down. A sliding panel 
will enable one to see without being seen. 
Young mares are often shy of a stranger’s 
presence at foaling time. 

Under ordinary conditions it takes hay 
from three to six weeks to go through the 
sweat, but, of course, much depends on 
the wetness of the bay at the time it is 
put in the stack, us well as on the weather 
after stacking. Hay may be baled at any 
time after it has gone through the sweat, 
although many people wait until cool 
weather. In the arid West alfalfa la often 
baled directly from the windrow. Sweat- 
ing, of course, takes place In the bales f 
but under arid conditions such sweating 
generally causes very little loss. 

Lambs with worms seldom if ever play 
when others are playing, but are seen off 
by themselves. These symptoms will 
grow worse until the lamb becomes emaci- 
ated, with fleece presenting a ragged ap- 
pearance, and if something Is uot done 
quickly to relieve It, it will soon be past 
relief. It should be remembered that the 
worms first make their presence known 
iu August or the last of July. One tea- 
spoonful of gasoline given to a lamb, 
mixed with sweet milk, will result bene- 
ficially provided the lamb is uot too far 
gone. 

The quality of well-grown fruit is al- 
ways superior to that which is small and 
poorly developed. If the crop Is evenly 
distributed throughout the tree, perhaps 
4 to H Inches, according to size of variety, 
is a good distance betweeu fruits. Leave 
only one fruit on a spur. If two are left, 
both will be wormy. On trees with a 
heavy set of fruit, thinning all the fruit 
from part of tee spurs tends to cause such 
spurs to develop fruit buds for the next 
year’s crop, thereby encouraging regular 
bearing. The earlier the work Is done 
the less drain there is on the vigor of the 
tree. Surplus fruit can he handled at less 
expense by thinning than by running It 
over a sorting table at packing time.

This goes to establish 
firmly the fact contrary to some of pessi- 
mistic view, that the weekly or purely 
local, dally newspaper, baa a permanent 
abiding place In the life of the people. 
No daily can take Its place. 

The bulletin reports 2,580 dally news- 
papers a loss of 20. Their aggregate cir- 
culation was 28,486,030, a gain of 17:4 per 
cent.

NEW ROCK DRILLING MACHINE. 

Water D e p art ment Now Equipped 
With Modern Apparatus for Hard 
Work. 

The man with the hand rock drill 
has had his farewell performance 
in the Weymouth Water Department 
at least. The department In charge 
of Mr. Stevens Is now equipped with 
a five portable rock drilling machine 
with a gas engine attached and it 
will certainly drill holes in tho hard- 
est of rocks. At a demonstration 
on Wednesday tho new machine dril- 
led a hole nine inches deep In a 
rock in three minutes. The coBt of 
drilling holes by hand as formerly 
cost the town about one dollar per 
foot of hole. The amount of money 
saved by the new machine can be 
readily seen. 

The machine will work eight 
hours on abbut five gallons of gaso- 
lene, and Is capable of drilling a foot 
in five minutes. 

The machine can be hauled around 
by one horse and was purchased from 
the Domestic Engine and Pump Co.

CELEBRATES 30TH ANNIVERSARY 

Rey. H. C. Alvord, Pastor of the 
Old Sooth Church for 30 Years. 

In commemoration of the 30th an- 
niversary of the installation of Rev. 
H. C. Alvord as minister of the Old 
South Congregational Church and 
parish, special services were held 
yesterday morning and last evening. 
Special musical selections were sung 
by the church chorus choir, with Mrs. 
Frank E. Loud, as organist, Mrs. Syl- 
vester and George Monroe, soloists 
and Harry D. Alvord, director. 

The morning sermon was an anni- 
versary addresB by Rev. Mr. Alvord 
and the theme was "The Church and 
the Kingdom.” He gave in detail the 
history of the church since he had 
been pastor. Of the committee of the 
church and parish that issued the 
call to him 30 years ago not one is 
now living, and of the ministers who 
took part in the installation exercises 
only one is now in active pastoral 
work. When Mr. Alvord began his 
pastorate in 1886 the church member- 
ship was 133, from that to date 214 
have joined and 185 have died or 
moved away leaving a present mem- 
bership of 165. 

Mr. Alvord has baptised 130 per- 
sons. officiated at 125 marriages, con- 
ducted 331 funerals, preached 1360 
sermons and made over 8000 pastoral 
calls. The sum of $90,000 has been 
contributed, of which $75,000 has 
been used for home work and the 
balance for foreign benevolence. 

At the evening service Rev. Hubert 
C. Herring. DD, secretary of the Na- 
tional Congregational Council, gave 
the address on the theme of “The 
Good Old Times and the Good New 
Times." Rev. George F. Stanton of 
Boston, a former pastor, and Rev. 
John W. Lee assisted at the services. 

On Monday afternoon Rev. Mr. and 
Mrs. Alvord gave a reception to 40 
ministers of the Norfolk Conference 
and their wives, in the church chap- 
el. Mr. and Mrs. Alvord were assis- 
ted in receiving by the deacons of 
his church. Rev. Dr. Edward L. Ford 
of East Weymouth presided and con- 
gratulatory addresses were made by 
Rev. Dr. W. R. Campbell of Roxbury, 
Rev. Dr. Daniel W. Waldron of Bos- 
ton and Rev. Dr. J. Stanley Durkee 
of Cambell. Rev. Mr. Alvord re- 
aponded.

You 
should liston for that repetition, for then you may correct her if she has 
misunderstood you. That will save a great deal of delay and trouble ; 
and, if you will also say “Yes” or “That’s right,” if she repeats properly, 
she will have your assurance that she is doing her work correctly.

Valuable Collection of Old Thu Way- 
month Maiic Goal to Tnfts Library. 

Weymouth, as everyone knows, wna 
once a great musical centre uid led 
all the surrounding towns tn It* re- 
markable concerts. There was much 
local talent of a high degree, and 
everyone was Interested to keep up 
with the musical times. Almost every 
Weymouth family had one or more 
musical members, and from the earl- 
iest times Instruments were played 
nnd well played. The Weymouth and 
South Weymouth hands won more 
than a local reputation while tho 
“sings" and concerts In the various 
halls and the Union church were of a 
high order. Even early in the thirties 
the choir of Union church was giving 
the Messiah and Creation with flue 
effect. In this early musical era in 
Weymouth tho names of Zachariah 
Hates and his famous bassoon In the 
first Weymouth orchestra, Adonlram 
Bowdltch, Deacon Ebenezer Hunt, 
Atherton Hunt. Ellas Hunt, Thomas 
Webb and Mrs. Elias Richards wltfc 
the beautiful soprano voice, and the 
bass singer John Wildes of Braintree 
are some from that shadowy past 
which have come down to the present 
writer. 

Fom a large collection of old Wey- 
mouth music carefully preserved by 
the Fiflelds, some forty or more pieces 
have been selected to represent as far 
as possible Weymouth’s favorites be- 
tween the years 1840 and 1860. It Is 
hoped that these pieces will* awaken 
many pleasurable memories and stor- 
ies of the past two generations, and 
perhaps lead to the gathering of in- 
teresting facts and bits of pleasant 
gossip concerning them. Weymouth’s 
musical history Is as well worth re- 
cording as any other department, for 
It was both rich and varied and 
brought much honor to the town 
through it’s talented sons and daugh- 
ters. 

Among the earlier pieces are “Come 
to the Forest.” a celebrated duet pub- 
lished In 1846 by H. N. Stone, of No. 4 
Derby Range, Court street, Boston. It 
has a full page illustration. With It 
Is “The Swiss Girl" sung “with rap- 
turous applause” and having a tell- 
ing refain of “La hi lu, la hi ho” sup- 
posedly a mountain echo. 

Two songs “by the celebrated Miss 
Katharine Hayes, “Why do I Weep for 
Thee” (a question which was never 
answered) and “Edlnboro’ Town" 
have a price of “13 3-4 Cts nett” 
Miss Hayes wears c - <rf‘£ta,7tf 1 ," t & r 
pearls and„- c ek end with his sister, Mrs. 
-..ce i'. Woodward of Commercial street. 

JuL.* 
returned from their weddina ».r'- s- 
ro-ldlnir at 975 Commerc!' the_fam- 
ous Emancipation song of the Hutch- 
insons in 1844, with a marvellous Pic- 
ture of the Emancipation train “pull- 
ing into the station. The curious old 
locomotives and the quaint dresses of 
the citizens are worth going a long 
way to see. An early edition of the 
celebrated “Vllllkens and his Dimh" 
hap. a ludicrous picture of “Mr. F. 
Robson appearing as Jim Bags.” It 
was presented to the little child Emily 
Porter who had “appeared" at a con- 
cert In the meeting house. “The Log 
Cabin Song” of 1840 is dedicated to 
the Whigs of the V. S.” and has an 
illustration of the Harrison Cabin. 
The refrain is: 

“To put him In the Capitol 
Although his locks are gray 
We’ll sing a Harrison song by night 
And beat his foes by day." 

Another Harrison song has a strik- 
ing representation of the Battle of 
Tippecanoe where a number of gen- 
tlemanly soldiers in full dress uniform 
are overcoming the large and savage 
hoards of Indians without the slightest 
Inconvenience. These pieces came to 
Weymouth from the firm of Chickering 
and Mackay, the forerunners of the 
Chickering Piano Company. An auto- 
graph, probably valuable, has been cut 
away, and was sold at the Anti-Slav- 
ery Fair later on. 

Here also is the famous “Castanet 
Spanish Dance" of 1840, with a picture 
of Fanny Ellsler dancing on the top 
stone for Bunker Hill monument. Al- 
so a set of famous English Reels, es- 
pecially “The Reel o' Hullachan,” of 
which a note says it was “danced be- 
fore the Queen at Balmoral by the 
Marquis of A'bercorn. Hon. Fox Maule 
and Davidson of Tulloch.” The brown 
old sheets are almost in rags from 
hundreds of Weymouth dances. Of the 
same year, 1840, are “The Wrecker’s 
Daughter Quickstep” with a thrilling 
illustration of a lady In a low-necked 
, gown rescuing a pallid gentleman 
from the roaring waves, while the 
doomed ship is 'being pulled ashore by 
a rope in the hands of two perfectly 
dry sailors. Of the next year 1841 Is 
the “touching ballad" called “The Car- 
rier Dove ” The lone prisoner who 
has beautiful curls upon his shoul- 
I ders and is sending forth a dove which 
more fully resembles a turkey. 

Here are a group of Jenny Lind 
songs, with a charming portrait of 
the singer recently given by Mrs. 
Caleb Cunningham of Milton. Almost 
childishly simple do they seem 
amongst the complex songs of today. 
Here also are the songs “Cheer Boys 


Cheer." “Bonnie Dundee." “I Wan- 
dered by the Brookslde," “Ossian’s 
Serenade," “Near the La^te where 
Drooped the Willow" (1839) and 
“Flow Gently Sweet Afton," (1838) 
sn«l “Tho Wlnshrop House Polka," all 
■with full page Illustrations. 

L&ter favorite songs are “I’ve a 
Home In the Valley.” where through 
three pages the lady Is besought to 
"Come share it with me." An “Air" 
from the celebrated opera of Lucia dl 
Lammcrmoor delighted Weymouth 
audiences in 1818, as did “Rocked In 
the Cradle of the Deep.” “Mary of 
Argyle," which always induced tears, 
“Nelly Bly," the Garibaldi Hymn and 
the great duet "The Syren and Friar," 
wherein the Friar was Anally Induced 
to a wedding “so merry and (blithe 
neath the bounding sea.” This was 
often followed by a violin piece of 
great and surpassing difficulty called 
“Prume’s Melancholy," or that piano 
solo “Pride Polka" (1849). 

The war time pieces are very scarce 
among collectors and two or more 
would bring a good price, notably 
“The Yankee Volunteers Marching In- 
to Dlxcy,” with a full page Illustra- 
tion In colors. The whlto furry hats 
of the volunteers are sometimes pre- 
served in old attics as great curiosi- 
ties. With these are a number of early 
plantation songs like “Ole Shady” and 
“Wake Nlcodeimis,” “When this Cruel 
War Is Over," “Eva’s Porting,” from 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin, “When Johnnie 
Comes Marching Home” etc. There Is 
also the “Kossuth Grand March, as 
Performed in all the Hungarian Bat- 
tles," with a full length portrait, very 
rare, given by Mrs. Cunningham. 

Other pieces of special interest In- 
clude “Llew'elyn's Bride” with full 
page Illustration, “The Dying Boy” 
(1850.) “The Old Arm Chair" (1S40), 
showing a lady In curls and (bracelets 
standing over a chair of huge dimen- 
sions. “The Grasshopper Waltz” 
(1839), a note saying “the music Is 
derived from the motions of the In- 
sects whose name It bears.” Marked 
“Very precious” Is “The Lake Cochltu- 
ate Grand March” played by Bond's 
Band In celebration of the Introduction 
of water into Boston. “Willie’s on the 
Dark Blue Sea,” two pieces from “the 
wonderful production of Aladdin” at 
the Boston Museum In 1847, “The 
Tomb of Stark” (1848) and a fine copy 
of the flrst sheet muBlc printed of 
“The Star Spangled Banner" are other 
historically Interesting relics for Wey- 
mouth.

Driryfag Shews Better Returns and 

More Economical Production. 

There are so many leaks In the dalty 
business that only by tbc use of the best 
business principles can It be made per- 
manently profitable. Individual cows 
must each make a profit over the cost of 
feed; this can be determined only by 
weighing each cow’s milk and the feet! 
that she consumes. The old argument 
that the best cows are known may have 
some foundation, but few men know the 
poorest cows, and the latter go to make 
up the average as well as the good cows. 
No dairy Is better than Its average pro- 
duction. If this Is too low, the herd is 
not paying a profit. Business principles 
mast therefore be epplled to lowering the 
cost of milk production. Efficiency Is as 
much a necessity on the farm as In the 
factory. Few men feed their cows In 
proportion to the quantity of milk pro- 
duced, yet what could be more simple and 
more nearly right? With little regard 
for her needs, feed Is put before the cow 
In plenty If it is cheap and In less quan- 
tify that Is fed above this fixed necessity 
that famishes the material for the milk. 
Too often the dairyman says "I would do 
all the up-to-date things if I had the 
time.” Can the storekeeper afford to run 
his business without keeping books? Yet 
that Is what the farmer Is doing.

Weymouth Vote Was Very Close Between Mansfield and [M§, ^ 

Cole as the Democratic Candidate for Governor ^ 


A record vote was cast at the prim- 
aries on Tuesday — 1236 Republican 
and 116 Democratic votes, but not one 
prohibition ballot. The large vote 
was due to the fight over representa- 
tive and. senator on the Republican 
side. There was no local contest 
among the Democrats, Dennis J. Slat- { 
tery receiving the democratic nomina- 
tion for representative. On account of 
the large number of names on the 
ballot, it was 5 A. M. Wednesday be- 
fore the count was completed in this 
town, and In some other cities and 
towns it was as late as the middle of 
the forenoon Wednesday before the 
vote was declared. 

For Senator Kenneth L. Nash swept 
the town receiving 995 of the 1236 
votes cast. 

Burgess Spinney won easily for rep- 
resentative. In precinct three he had 
more votes than Messrs. Hawes and 
Hoffman combined, and in precincts 
two and six, the home wards of all 
three candidates, he had within 14 
votes of the comfbined vote of the 
other two candidates. 

With no contest for governor or U. 
S. senator, McCall received 924 votes 
and Henry Cabot Dodge for senator 
817. 

Cole caried the town over Mansfield 
by one vote 54 to 53 for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor. 

Cook, the successful nominee in the 
state for Auditor ran 188 ahead of 
Brown his rival.

WATCH YOUR TIRES. 

No MiMtr How Good Th*y May •» 
Thi# Caution la Naeaaaary. 

Many a car is aold on the repreaenta- 
tlon that “the Dlnnkmoblle will ran 
from 7,000 to 10,000 miles on a set of 
tires,” and the motorist thus gleans 
the opinion that hia tires need no at* 
tention for that length of time. 

But no car dealer's statement or tire 
maker’s guarantee can Influence good 
or bad luck, and it Is largely the work 
of the latter that places the bit of 
broken glass, the sharp stono or the 
protruding nail directly In the path of 
the unwary tire. Such an obstacle 
will not necessarily penetrate the tire— 
the chances are that It will not— but a 
cut will bo formed In tho outer layer 
of rubber or tread, which, like an In- 
fected wound, will eventually spread 
and ‘‘Inflame'' the entire surface. 

A few moments spent In examining, 
cleaning and plugging the cut or hole 
will ndd thousands of miles to tho Ufo 
of tho tiro. The Inexperienced motor- 
ist can form no concepUon of the readi- 
ness with which mud, sand and water 
can enter tho slight opening In the aur- 
faco of tho tiro and by gradually work- 
ing Its way “under the skin” will tend 
to separate tho trend from tho outer 
layer of canvas. 

In a few hundred or thousand miles 
this tread will be hanging in flapping 
shreds, worth no more than so much 
old robber, and In order to be reclaim- 
ed the tire most be retreaded or used 
in connection with one of the several 
detachable treads on the market — H. 
W. Slauson, M. E., In Leslie’s. 


THE DEAD SEA. 

8am* Intorootlng Faota About Thl* 
Curloua Body of Water. 

For a cumber of yean many persons 
have declared the Dead sea. In Pales- 
tine, la diminishing, but a recent care* 
ful survey by experts has established 
beyond all doubt that the sea la steadi- 
ly Increasing. 

At many points on Its southern and 
eastern borders there an vast forests 
with large trees becoming submerged. 

The aea la about forty miles in length 
and ten miles wide at the broadest por- 
tion. Should It continue to enlarge It 
will take In valuable country, but, so 
far as known, there is no way to pre- 
vent this. 

Mediterranean waters are 14)00 feet 
higher than tho Dead sea level, but 
this is no proof the waten of the Dead 
sea are drying up. 

▲ survey of the wonderful region of 
years ago shows Islands that are now 
gone, it Is declared these are covered. 

There Is so much solid matter In the 
water that It makes about one-flfth, or 
20 per cent, of the matter solid. It Is 
so Intensely salt and bitter that do crea- 
ture can live In it 

The bed of the sea Is rich with min- 
eral deposits. Salts, copper, lead and 
sine and marble are found In vast quan- 
tities, and experts are of the opinion 
there la a great deposit of petroleum 
beneath the vast body of water.

Whan a Dog Choke*. 

Dogs frequently choke. A bone, a 
nail or a piece of tin gets In the throat, 
and there Is great danger of death be- 
fore the arrival of the surgeon. Many 
of them do die, but there Is no reason 
for this, for It Is easy, without the 
slightest danger of getting bitten, to 
put tho hand In the mouth of a dog 
and to draw out or push down tho ob- 
struction that Is choking it A bandage 
—a handkerchief or towel will do— Is 
passed between the teeth and over tho 
upper Jaw, and In a similar way anoth- 
er bandage is passed between the teeth 
and over tho under Jaw. One person, 
holding tho ends of thoso two band- 
ages, keeps the dog’s mouth wide open. 
A second person can then with perfect 
ease and safety put his fingers down 
the animal's throat and relieve It. 


Tho Holland Primrose. 

There Is a plant In Ilolland known 
as the evening primrose, which grows 
to a height of five or six feet and bears 
a profusion of large yellow flowers, so 
brilliant that they attract Immediate 
attention, even at a great distance, but 
the chief peculiarity about tbe plant Is 
the fact that the flowers, which open 
Just beforo sunset, buret Into bloom so 
suddenly that they give one tbe Im- 
pression of some magical agency.

Ryerson wns an American boy wbo 
went to Florence, Italy, to study art. 
The stories of some of these American 
youths' efforts to get an art educa- 
tion half n century ngo are almost In- 
credible Ryerson pnld his expenses 
to Italy and lived there a year 00 
1350. 

One day when be was eating his 
usual dinner of mncaronl — with no en 
trees— In a cheap restaurant, costing 
him a couple of cents In our money, a 
man took a scat at a table opposite 
him, whoso appearance seemed to offer 
a striking subject for a picture. He 
was shabbily dressed, a conical hat, 
mustache turned up, a pointed beard 
was suggostlvo of Mephlstoplieles. Ry- 
ersou asked him If he would object to 
his making a sketch of him. The man 
consented, and the artist, opening a 
portfolio he had with him, took out 
pencil and paper and went to work. 
The model was an Englishman, and 
they conversed during the sitting. 

Ryereon possessed a gift for catch- 
ing likenesses, Important In that day 
when there was no cheap way of get- 
ting them, for Daguerre had only just 
Invented Ills process. A sketch was 
in ado that was an excellent reproduc- 
tion of the man's features, Including 
a scar over the right eye, Ryereon re- 
gretted that he coukl not pay for the 
sitting, but tho man declared that, be- 
ing poor himself, he could appreciate 
tho other's feelings. However, he ex- 
pended a lira in a litre of wine, which 
he Invited Ryerson to share with him. 
He seemed, however, to be a misan- 
thropic person, and Ryereon judged 
that he had met with some misfor- 
tune or had been treated unjustly. 
At any rate, his disposition bad evi- 
dently been soured. He made an im- 
pression on the artist, and after they 
parted Ryereon could not get him out 
of his mind, and the sketch kept the 
Impression alive*. 

Ryerson engaged passage to America 
by way of Genoa, and while waiting 
for the ship to sail put up at a hotel 
where the guests were mostly English 
and Americans. In the reading room 
be picked up an English paper and 
while scanning It hta eye caught an 
advertisement for Information of Cecil 
Manchester, followed by a description 
which tallied with Ryerson's model. A 
reward of £200 was offered for infor- 
mation that would lead to the party's 
discovery. 

Ryerson was so Impressed with the 
belief that the two were Identical that 
be was tempted to cancel bis passage 
at Genoa and go home by way of 
London. His story of bis meeting 
with the man he had sketched might 
furnish a clew to his d i scovery. Bat 
to go by London would be more ex- 
pensive. He tossed a coin to decide 
whether or not ho should take his 
chances of profit by going to London, 
and London won. 

Counting up his available funds, he 
found that ho could get to London, but 
If ho received no acquisition there ho 
would bo short of bis passage money. 
Again ho flipped the coin to determine 
If ho should tnko this added chance 
Again tho risk won. 

A few days later Ryerson stepped 
Into tho office of the London paper that 
had contained tho ad. and told bis 
story. 

"nave you the sketch?" he was 
asked. 

Ho at onco produced It and was 
offered any price ho would ask for Its 
use. It was surely a likeness of the 
party sought for and tho only likeness 
extant Its publication would be of 
great help in finding the original. Ryer- 
son told them that they could have the 
picture for any price they chose to 
pay, and they drew a chock for a hun- 
dred pounds. 

So far, so good. If tho sketch led to 
finding the original Ryerson would re- 
ceive the £200 reward in addition. In 
all *1,800. 

Tho likeness was published all over 
the continent especially in Italy, and 
finally met tho eye of Its original who 
had found a position aa croupier at the 
casino In Lucerne. Ho at onco open- 
ed a corrofljKmdenco with the London 
paper. 

The story of Cecil Manchester, sec- 
ond son of a British nobleman. Is a vo- 
luminous ono In Itself, far too long to 
bo given In this episode In the life of 
an American artist lie had unwitting- 
ly got mixed up with rusenis and had 
chared their disgrace. He had jumped 
u ball bond and become a wanderer, 
Uls family having turned against him, 
not even knowing bis whereabouts. 
Then lie had been exonerated, and all 
were anxious to make reparation. He 
returned to England, where the fatted 
calf was killed for him by bis father, 
who was rich. 

Ryerson was In great luck. He was 
regurded as the connecting link be- 
tween Cecil Manchester and bis fam- 
ily, who had wronged him, and both 
were anxious to i>our out favors upon 
tho artist whose marvelous likeness 
had secured the wanderer’s return. 
Huvlng been paid the reward, he wus 
Invited to the family residence In Dev- 
onshire, where he was wined and dined 
to both his heart's and his stomach's 
content. An offer of another year’s 
study In Italy was made him on un al- 
lowance of £800. But Ryerson was an 
American gentleman, though a strug- 
gling artist, and declined to accept the 
offer. However, the principal reason 
for his declining it was that he made a 
match with a younger alster of Cecil 
Manchester and took her back with him 
to America, where he achieved a repu- 
tation and wealth as • portrait painter.

Old Man of the Mountains. 

From a staging 100 feet above 
Profile Lake, Mr. Edward Geddes of 
South Quincy, will begin work im- 
mediately on the Old Man of the 
Mountain, known all over the world 
also as the Great Stone Face which 
just now lias begun to break up and 
is liable to be marred by the slipping 
of the forehead. Mr. GeddeB who is 
an expert granite man, is now at 
Franconia Notch, in the White Moun- 
tains. 

The work is risky but must be 
done before the cold weather be- 
gins. It is considered doubtful if 
the stones that make the faco, es- 
pecially the lower J4w could stand 
the strain of ice pressure another 
winter. 

It is interesting how Mr. Geddes 
came to be selected to do the job. Htfc 
was up in the White Mountains early, 
in the summer on a vacation, and 
while there he met Rev. Guy Rob- 
erts, who was somewhat Tamlliar 
with the needs of the Old Man of the 
Mountains, although not then realiz- 
ing the full seriousness of the condi- 
tion. When Be found that Mr. Ged- 
des was an expert In granite quar- 
rying, he invited him to examine the 
famous Profile. 

When Mr. Geddes got back home 
he made a brass "model of the face 
with the links and fasteners' which 
be considered necessary to bold in 
place securely the stoneB of the face. 
He sent this model to Rev. Guy Rob. 
•rts. who enlisted the support of 
others appealed Fo the Governor of 
the State and got an appropriation 
to cover necessary work. 

Mr. Geddes proposes to cut three 
Lewis slots In tb'e stones of the 
face from which steel chains will be 
run to three similar slots in the ledge 
behind the face. By means of a 
chain screw the jaw will be forced , 
back into place and held. These Lew- 
is slots are dovetail in 6hape, so that 
when a wedge is inserted and pressed 
home, it is impossible to get it out. 
These will be covered up with cement 
The chains will be similarly covered j 
to preserve them from oxidization.

SACRED TREE OF SPAIN. 

And Ih Connection With tho Anclont 
EuakaHan Language. 

Yon ail know about the Charter oak, 
that tree thnt figured In the fight for 
Independence of the American colonies, 
and perhaps you have heard of other 
trees with national significance. 

Did you ever hear of tbo sacred treo 
of Spain and tho means hy which it Is 
perpetuated? It stnnds close to the 
town of Guernica, In Biscay, and under 
Its spreading foliage the general Jun- 
tas are Inaugurated. Several centu- 
ries ago, when Spain was a loosely 
tied bundle of more or less independent 
states, the lords of Biscay took tbolr 
oath under one of tho parents of this 
samo tree, where a stone bench was 
provided for their use, as symbolic of 
tho enduring solidity of their reign. 
In somo respects tho tree shows a deep- 
er symbolism than Is to bo found in 
tho bench of hewn stone, for both tho 
family dignity and tho Easknrlnn lan- 
guage are handed from father to son. 

In that Isolated region a form of 
speech thnt Is utterly different from 
both French and Spanish has been 
maintained since tho beginnings of Eu- 
ro|*ean civilization because each fnthcr 
mndo it bis business to Instill into hla 
eldest son the idea that it was his 
duty to iwriwtuate his language and 
tho pectillnr institutions of his raeo. 

Tho treo of tho Basques As ono of tho 
hardiest of all tho hardy things to bo 
found around tbo bay of Biscay and 
tho Pyrenees mountains. Tho ono thnt 
!r now standing was taken from tho 
parent tree in 1780 and had been grow- 
ing for thirty years when Its 800-year- 
old progenitor succumbed to ago and a 
hard windstorm. Another shoot was 
started from this ono forty years ago. 
— St Louis Globe- Democrat 

CHINESE L ETTER CARRIERS. 

Fast* They Must Perform Would Tire 
a Hercules. 

How many of our own postmen 
would caro to transfer their sendees to 
the Chinese postoillce? 

To get into tho postal service in Chi- 
nn is not an easy matter. 

In tlie first placo an applicant must 
have strength and courage, and In or- 
der to gain these ho must be prepared 
to undergo a very queer method of 
training. He must wander through 
mountains and valleys, forests and 
coves. Tho exact time to be occupied 
in a trip of this sort Is fixed by the 
law, end a very heavy fine Is Imposed 
for any unnecessary delay. 

The would bo postman must repeat 
these trips at night, and If be listens 
to the bad spirit, thereby tolling to ap- 
pear at the required time at a specified 
place be is sure to lose his chance of 
being a postman. 

But that is not all, for be Is obliged 
to carry enormous weights for many 
miles and must return with his burden 
within a given time, though his road 
usually takes him through districts 
thick with bandits. 

"In training, the postman eats very lit- 
tle— though be is used to this — and tries 
every training exercise. Then comes 
his real examination, under tho direc- 
tion of the government officials. IIo is 
taken into a large room, wboro, sus- 
pended from n high beam, are very 
heavy sacks filled with rocks. Ho must 
give a swinging motion to all these 
sacks, run to and fro between them, 
carefully guarding himself against a 
blow from the heavy weights.— London 
Globe. 

Anolant Football.
